TilK DISSOLUTION OF VARLIAMKNT. 

LoNDOX, Jan. 26. — The rumours of an 
imminent dissolution of Parliament, which 
have been current tho last few days, have 
led to inquiries being made at Conservative 
headquarters by many of the local organiza- 
tions, lu eaoh case the reply has beeu that 
the particular reports referred to were with- 
out foundation, but in no case lias any 
definite assurance been forthcoming that 
such a step is not in contemplation by tho 
Government. On the contrary, hints are 
freely givon that it is well to be prepared 
for all coutinf^cncies. There is. no doubt 
that Lord Salisbury and his colleagues arc 
keenly watching the development of politi- 
cal events, especially as regards the 
unity of the Irish; party. A genorul 
election in the autumn would 
suit tho government better than 
such an election at the present time, but 
tho decisioQ would be largely influenced by 
tlie prospects of an atnioable arrangemeut 
of the Irish diiTerences. Should Mr. Par- 
ncll <lecide to retire, it would become u 
question whether from a party point of 
view it would not bo better to challenge 
tho judgment of tho constituencies while 
events are fresh in tho public mind, than to 
wait until they have passed into oblivion. 
That it would be ou, ia Cul luiuly the upiuiun 
of some ot the moat uifluontial supporters 
of the government. In no responsiblu 
quarter is chore any serious expectation 
that Parliament can outlive the present 
year, and us it isa question of a few months, 
later or earlier, very small considerations 
may decide tho issue. 

- EgUATORLAL AFRICA. 

Whatever the eeneral public may think 
of Henry M. Stanley's, Usl expedition, it is 
clear tli&t the British ' Colonial oiHce. does 
not look upon it as having been a, blessing. 
jThe colonial officials are seriously embar- 
nuieed in their relations with Equatorial 
'A^fr|ca, in conscqnonco 6f the ill-feeling en- 
gendered in the minda bf many of the native 
potentateslit, It has been the custom of the 
Colonial Office to give missionaries and per- 
sons engage 1 iu commercial affairs, letters 
asking for safe conduct and i protection in 
the name of Her Majesty, while travelling 
in tho interior of Africa. This system has 
worked well tmtil rncn tly, ao'l^t)?,^ i'O''',;, 
'niiiF tjiifiitij 'tietiiig * u{)ou Intimitions '" re- 
ceived from British government representa- 
tives iu Africa, bus decided to suspend for 
the present the issue of any papers to 
travellers. If any Englishmen wish to go 
at the present time into Africa for commer- 
cial explorations, such as timber prospect- 
ing, or gold hunting, they will have to do 
so ab their own risk

physical manhood on a European throne is 
King Oscar, of Sweden, a descendant from 
a French plebeaii, Bcrnardotte. Oscar 
towers like a Gaul among other sovereigns, 
and his mental qualifications are sound, if 
not brilliant. A ii^ntion was made in Fri- 
day night's dispatches to tho fatality which 
has overtaken all who were prominently 
connected with tho invasion of Mexico. 
The Emperor of Austria has livtd 
lo see his brother shot, hia own son and 
heir commit suicide, and another near 
relative, the archduke Orth, lost by wreck 
on the American coast. Carlotta, Maximi- 
lian's wKlow, is insane, and his nephew. 
Prince Baudoin, comes to an untimely end. 
Bazaiae, the French commander in Mexico, 
escaped death by being a fugitive from his 
country. An Euglish naval ofScer writes, 
commenting on these facts, and adds : "I 
have always been glad that England with- 
drew from her unjustifiable attempt on the 
liberties of Mexico, I was on that station 
when Maximilian issued his proclamation of 
October, 1865, dooming to death every 
Mexican captured in arms after that date, 
under the terms of whioh proclamation, I 
understand, many were put to death, and I 
believed that such inhumanity would be 
followed by a fearful retribution." 

THE FUTURE OF HAWAII. 

The English newspapers, and especially 
those that usually reflect tho policy of tho 
Government, arc aigniScantly reserved on 
the subject of the future of Hawaii. Since 
tho death of King Kulakuua no hint is 
tlirown out of British purposes, or hopes or 
utter incea given|that might iironao suspi- 
uiou in Anieric. There is, however, tho 
very best authority for stating that, even 
before tho death of King Kalakaua, Eng- 
land was preparing to secure tho transfer to 
herself or Canada of the political and com- 
mercial preponderance heretofore held by 
Americana in Hawaii. Tbe British are 
anxious to have control Of the 
Pearl harbor, . which will soon be 
one of the finest in the world, and 
whioh tho present treaty gives to the 
United, States.., , JChe ;Briti8h^ foreign office 
lias'^.ifc;? i8?^8aid,^-reoH representations 
from Hawaii that there- is a strong feeling 
there, especially since the passage of the 
McKinlcy bill, v,-hic!i deprives Hawaii of 
the sugar importing monopoly, in favor of 
transferring to Canada the existing treaty 
arrangements with America, and that there 
is a powerful faction on the islands that 
wishes to annul the treaty at once on the 
ground that tho sugar importing privileges 
have been virtually abrogated by the act of 
tho American Congress, Kalakaua was not 
oec of these. His sympathies were 
wholly American, and his desire was 
to tie the island closer to America. 
His death has aroused a feeling of satisfac- 
tion in England and eflforts to get posses- 
sion of " the pearl of the Pacific " are being 
renewed with greater vigor than ever. The 
English are said to have on their side CoL 
C. Washford, who is virtually in command 
of tho small military force of the kingdom, 
and who has expressed himself as advocat- 
ing the transfer of Hawaiian interots to 
Canadian control and the annulment of the 
American treaty, which still has two years 
to run. Meantime, tho inspired British 
{>rftgs.«wrft£u'Jy...Jiold,^,froiii',any''-«onnnenti- 
that might excite their American rivals to 
vigilance.

NhwYokk, Jan. 20,— A Paria cable 
, Bays: A millionaire, who years ago 
well known in Now York society, 
yesterday in a iniserablo furnished garret 
on the fourth floor of a tenement in the 
Rue Vivienne, where, for several years, 
ho had managed to exist iri order to 
escape payment of taxes. His name was 
Alphouse Meliero. Sixty years ago he 
was bom of wealthy parents who, upon 
their death, left him a fortune of a quar- 
ter of a million of , dollars. 

By judicious management and iuvost- 
ment he gradunlly increased this Jo. fuHy 
a million. For a time he lived 'high^^and 
the beat of everything to be obtained 
was none too good for him. Back in the 
latter part of the sixties he visited the 
* United States, and was for a long time a 
resident of New York city. Hero he wiis 
received into the best society, and as his 
investments at that time were highly pro- 
, ductive in the matter of interest he was 
enabled to spend money like water. The 
head \Yaiter at Delmouico's, who has oc- 
cupied that position for a quarter of a 
century, remembers liim well, and has 
many stories to tell of his prodigality and 
liberality. 

In 1878 he returned tp Paris. For a 
time he kept up communication with the 
friends he had made in the United States, 
but gradually his communications became 
fewer and fewer, until ho was no longer 
heard of. Fur some time past the fre- 
quenters of the Natiomil librnry have 
noticed a thin, gaunt, yniy-lijurttl old 
man, attired in thread-biire clothing, who 
visited the institution daily and spent 
from flictht to twelve hours, reading tho 
Ttenpapers, and illustrated periodicals. 

iio u u^iit a frugal lunch wrapped in a 
piece of p ipei', and to all outward appear- 
iiiice was a man who, while living in tho 
depths of poverty, was anxious to make 
that poverty as genteel as possible. One 
Anf 1 ffp\r wh«>n leaving the institution 
ii» fell. exhausted in the street, apparently 
o\K>L\^wLUK. , witu weakness. He was able 
to gasp out^ the name of the street and 
the number of the house where he lived, 
and thither to a miserable room in a still 
more miserable tenement he was curried. 

Sisters of Mercy were summoned, and 
his first demand upon them, on being re- 
suscitated, was for the few cents which ho 
had in his clothing. Although the wea- 
ther was extremely cold, he had no fire 



in his room, nor was there even a stove, 
upon which to conk his meals. Inquiries 
of-the neighbori developed the fact that 
it was the custom every morning to bog 
a small quantity of water. In this ho 
placed an egg and a little bottle of milk, 
when the chill had been taken off tho 
articles he breakfasted, the whole in- 
volving the modest expense of one and a 
half cents. Thus fortified, he passed his 
•ays at the library, and at mf^t took a 
meagre repast at a restaurant of tlie very 
lowest class. He washed his own linen, 
borrowing tho soap for the purpose. Priva- 
tions had more than aged him, for he had 
the appearance of a man who had reached 
a century of life. 

It was too late for the medical aid that 
was summoned by the Sisters, to be_ of 
any avail, and the next morning he died. 
The gendarmes -were summoned and 
placed in possession of his apartment. In 
a trunk was found a few pieces of paper, 
backs of prospectuses, grocers' paper 
bags, and margins of newspapers, upon 
which he had scribbled his library notes ;

ing that he had to his credit no less a sum

THE DEAD KING S LAST MESSAGE- 

Kalakaoa Bpoke Into a Fbnnoeraph -Hawaii 
Will Again Hear His Voice. 

Sa.v Fbanuisco, Jan. 23.— Outside tho 
little circle of immediate friends and at- 
tendants upon the late King Kalakaua, it 
was not known that for ten days prior to 
tie monarch's death a phonograph stood 
near the bedside. When the phonograph 
was brought into the sick room, last Mon- 
day a week ago. Grand Chamberlain Mc- 
Farlune explained its use and purpose to 
the King, and begged that he would speak 
into tho receiver. The near approach of 
death was not suspected at that time, but 
it was urged upon Kalakaua that, in after 
years, his people would be rejoiced to lis- 
ten to the natural tones of their former 
ruler. The King consented, and, raising 
himself upin bed, put the receiver to his 
mouth, and talked into it in his natural 
tongue. Ho spoke slowly and with some 
effort for nearly an hour, and then sank 
back exhausted, promising a complete 
message when h"© should feel stronger. 

The next day came, with tho excite- 
ment hicident to preparing for a supper 
in honor of the king at the California 
hotel, and tho phonograph was forgotten, 
On the following day caine an entertain 
nient for the Mystic Shrine, and again 
the phonograph was neglected. After 
that, until death had closed his lips for 
ever, both .Secretary Baker and Chamber- 
lain.McFarline watched and waited for 
signs of returning consciousness, when 
they might have the king conclude, but 
tho watching and waiting were fruit- 
leas. 

On Wednesday the phonograph opera 
tor was sent for. He removed the waxen 
roll and gave it to Colonel Baker, who 
has since guarded it sacredly? Yesterday 
he took it back to Honolulu with him 
It has not been read yet, nor will it bo 
read until it is placed in an instrument 
on Hawaiian soil. It will probably play 
an important part in tho Hawaiian obse- 
quies,

California Woman Takes No Nourishment for 
Six Weeks. 

EuuEKA, Cal., Jan. 23.— Dr. A. M. 
Smith reports a remarkable case of fast- 
ing. Mrs. Alexander Cliope is an elderly 
lady, who has been suffering from catarrh 
of the stomach. For the past six weeks 
she has not taken as much food as would 
be required for one good meal for a 
healthy person. Notwithstanding this 
she shows no weakness as the result of 
her long fast, and is not confined to her 
bed. Tho case is occasioning much com- 
ment in medical circles here, as one en- 
tirely exceptional. Dr. Smith vouches 
for the truth of the abstinence from food.

A VICTOEUN'S OPINION. 

Mr. Henry Croft Belnrns From the Oray'i 
Harbor Lumber District. 

' Mr. Henry Croft, M.P.P., Ima recently 
paid a visit to Gray'a Harbor, the ter- 
ininus of thobranch of the Northerarnoifao 
•u-liioh follows the outline of OhcUalia 
river, in an almost continuous down 
«rado from the Northern mainline to the 
new town of Acosta. He returned with 
a very favorable opinion of the timber 
country tributary to the " harbor," and 
■of the prospects of the new cities in that 
district, of which Aberdeen and Acosta 
are the largest and most important. The 
former has now several fine BawmiUs, 
■which, with those at othorpoints on the bay, 
cut 500,000 feet daily. Another mill is 
now building with a capacity of 160,000 
feet per diem, and when the Victorian 

'■ -risited Aberdeen 15 largo schooners, some 
'Of them capable of o^rrymg 800, 000_ feet 
«n a trip, were'waitm<; for Bouthem'car- 
gos. The great drawback to the prospor- 
?ty of Gray's Harbor as a shipping centre, 
in the past, has boon the existence of a 
bar at the entrance. Now, however, 20 
feet is the d^pthof water at Jow tide, and 
an appropriation for the removal of the 
bar is expected this year. 

The timber district drained by the 
Gray's Harbor mills extends from Cape 
Fattcry down the coast, there being no 
intermediate harbor, and also includes 
the Olympian ranne. On John's river, one 
tree still standini? was found by the Vic- 
torian to meiwure 32 feet in diameter,— 
and it is but a sample. Markham, at the 
mouth of the Johns, is a pretty and pro- 
mising place. Aberdeen has a population 
«f 3,000, with electric light, waterworks, 
and all modern conveniences. A railway 
is already in operation to it, and Hunt's 
road will also be built t > this city, the in- 
tention being to extend to Port Angeles. 
Gray's Harbor possesses one great advan- 
tage in competing for the southern lum- 
ber trade, inasmuch as double towing 700 
miles further is rec^uired by vessels load- 
ing at Sound ports. The teredo is also ab- 
sent from the harbor, ' and wharves, in 
consequence, sUind for years and lo?8 are 
never wormy. Acosta is destined to be 
the distributing point of the coal and 
timber of the Cascade range, and all in- 
dications point to a prosperous future for 
the new towns in the now populous and 
growinfi; district. 

THE COMING CITY- 

I'rugroaslve Port Anireles-Substautiiil I'roofs 
of Advancement In Vealtb and 
Population. 

Port Axoblks, Jan. 21, 1891.— Port 
Angeles has for the last month, and is 
now enjoying tine spring weather, warm 
and bright. The Edison Electrical Co. 
have a large force of men here at work 
putting in the Electric Light plant, and 
will have it in operation in a short time, 
now that the city have contracted for a 
number of arc lights, and will put in a 
great many more aS soon as the works are 
tested. 

The regular annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the First National Bank 
was hold on Tuesday, and the following 
olhcers elected for the ensuing year : 
B. V. Schwartz, President ; D. W. Morse, 
Vico-Presidunt ; J. Sahlinger, Cashier ; 
David Gilmore, F. M. Wado, W. W. 
Gray, and Lewis Lenz, Directors. The 
financial condition of the Bank was very 
gratifying to the stockholders. The moot- 
ing voted to increase the capital stock to 
§100,000. The Bank recently placed 
•with eastern parties $15,500 school bonds 
of this district, and is now negotiating 
§100,000 road bonds, recently voted by 
tiie county for building roads. 

The enumeration of the city is now 
being taken, by order of the Council, to 
determine the population, so that ad- 
vancement to a city of the third class can 
ho perfected, ns the proposition was car- 
^jrieu at the November election. About 
half the city has boon onuinorated and 
1,000 names have been found. 

On Tuesday, the new county oilicors 
were sworn in and entered upon their du- 
ties. "W. W. Gray, of Port Angeles, was 
oleoted chairman of the County Commis- 
<iionera. The newly-elaoted city ofHcials 
■were also installod in olHce on Tuoadiiy 
ovoniiig. Tlicy aro as follows : Jlayor, 
William Brumliold; clerk, Horace White; 
treasurer, 1'. F. Kiornaii ; Councilinon, 
Lewis Lonz, D. P. yuiiin, Dauiul Mc- 
Innes, 11 K. Harding and .las. F. Moau- 
■ hor J police judge, S. P. Caruai ; attur- 
ney, H. B. Wilson ; engineer, 11. B. 
Williams ; niarshul, W. D. Stivers ; street 
commissioner, C. M. Ambrust. 

The Water Works Co. aro going ahead 
with their work. They Imvo already a 
largo consigiinient of pipe on tho ground, 
and are employing a largo gang of men 
clearing tho rigiit of way and site for tlio 
dam. They expect to have water run- 
ning throughout tho pipes inside of sixty 
days. This will bo a great boon to tho 
town, as at present they are obliged to 
got water in pails and b;irrult) from tho 
crook. It will also bo a bouico of splen- 
did incomo for tho parties who aro carry- 
ing on tho works. The completion of 
those works will also attract a largo 
amount of sliippiug to tho harbor, aa 



most of the tug owners who are engaged 
in towing from the Straits will take their 
water from here. 

The work of grading Front and Tirst 
streets will shortly bo completed, and as 
soon as this is done the parties who liavo 
the franchise for an electric motor line 
will commence oporaticms.

A MISSING HAND BAG. 

Valuables to a Large Amount of Which no 
Trace can bo Found. 

For several weeks past the police have 
been quietly working upon a big robbery 
case, the value of the property missing 
beintr somewhere between §1,500 and $2,000. 

The victim is a well known gentleman re- 
siding in the northern pari of the province, 
and lie had taken passage on the steamer 
Danube mtending to go home by her. His 
wife accompanied him, and their most valu- 
able possessions, inolading a. collection of 
rare old coins to the number of 1,600, 
as 'Well as a gold watch, diamond 
locket and other jewelry, _ were 
packed in a strong traveling valise, and 
handed to a map supposed to belong to the 
steamer for safe-keeping, while the boat 
was at the wharf here. 

When the owner of the valise enquired 
for it on board, it could not be found, and 
although Supt. Sheppard was at once com- 
municated with, no truce of the thief or tho 
stolen property has yet been discovered. 
It ■was reported that some of tho jewellery 
was sold on the Indian reserve a few days 
ago, but nothing can be obtained in sub- 
stantiation of the rumor. Tho owner of tho 
valise mourns most tho loss of his collection 
of rare coins, which he had spent years in 
gathering.

It is a characteristio of aunniiig people 
to pretend to bg in puiauit of one 
Z^ii^Qt, \rhm Uiey r^ally endeavoring 
to altaiil iinother. T'.iey imagine that 
they are so very r'.over that no one can 
^ee what th'-^y are driving at. This, ac- 
cording to the Times, was the trait which 
tlie Opposition exhibited on Wednesday, 
-when its experienced members set Dr, 
Milno up to more the amendment to the 
address. "The Opposition," our con 
temporary says, " were bound to make 
the Government disclose their hand." 
Does the Times think that there is any 
of its readers so very simple aa to bolie\<5 
that this waa the real aim of the Oppo- 
sition ? There is hardly any one ao blind 
that he is not ablo to seo that wli«t the 
Opposition were trying to do was to force tlie 
hand of the Independent Party. To adopt 
the ligure of the Times, the 
Royalty clause was, in their opinion, the 
Opposition's trump card. They played 
it early in the game, under the impression 
that the Independents would, for various 
reasons, be compelled to follow suit, and 
thus play their game for them. But the 
Independents wore too wido awake 
to fall into that trap. Tliey were deter- 
mined to play their own game, and not 
Mr. Boaven's orMr. Jolui (Jrant's. What 
did the Opposition care about the (!ov- 
ernnient's hand ? They liad been tnld 
what was in it and, consequently, they 
fcould have been but little wiser it they 
saw every card it held. But they did not 
know what game the Independents intend- 
ed to play, and they were determined to 
find out. They made the venture, and 
;wo do not think that; they arc congratu- 
lating themselves on tho result. \Vu 
rather suspect that the members of tlie 
Opposition feel like kicking thoiiiselvcs 
for their stnp'dity nnd their short sight- 
edness. Instead of making tools of the 
Independents, the Independents made 
tools of them, playing the Opposition's 
little gaini^ in such a way as to show t<i 
all tho world how weak they are and how 
ipasily they may be outgenerallod.

THE DOMINION GOVERNMENT'S 
POSITION. 

The Opposition newspapers are never 
tired of assorting that that the Dominion 
Government is opposed to reciprocity in 
trade with the United States. This is 
not true now, and waa not true at any 
time. The Dominion Government was 
always favorable to a reasonable measure 
of reciprocity with the United States. 
There never was a time since the present 
Govornmont came into power that it was 
not willing to enter into negotiations 
with tho Great Republic for closer and 
wider trade relations. As a proof of this 
we have only to refer to the provision of 
the Revenue Aet, that stood unchanged 
for years, making a large measiue of re- 
ciprocity practicable as soon as the neces- 
sary legislation was passed by Congress. 
In order to have as wide a measure of re- 
ciprocity as waa enjoyed under the treaty 
of 1854 no new treaty was required, no 
diplomatic delays were necessary. All 
that tho United States Congress had to do 
was to insert a clause in its revenue act 
similar to tho one that was on the Statute 
Book of Canada. So accommodating 
was thia Canadian Gbvomment that it 
gave the Americana the power to get 
reciprocity piecemeal. Under the law a 
free interchange could ho made of one, 
two, three or any number of the commo- 
dities on tlie list, at one time. But the 
Americans did not avail themselves of 
the privilege except in tho case of two or 
three insignilicant articles. 

Then when Sir Charles Tuppor went to 
Washington to negotiate with Mr. Cham- 
berlain the treaty that waa not confirmed, 
he was empowered by the Government 
at Ottawa to make a settlement which 
would include an arrangement for closer 
trade relations with the United States. 
The Liberals, when this fact became 
known, loudly declared that Sir Charles 
Tupper, at that time, was not in accord 
with tho Government, andu' t authorized 
to negotiate for reciprocity in trade. 
Tliore were no grounds whatever for this 
very confident declaration. Sir Charles 
Tupper is pot the man toienter into nego- 
tiations which the Canadian-Government 
might repudiate aa unauthorized. The 
poiitioil which tho Dominion Government 
then took with rogard to reciprocity it 
still occupies. 

This the Montreal Gazette of the 
17th inat. shows to be true. Having au- 
thoritatively contradicted some reports 
that had been circulated relative to the 
interposition of tho Imperial Government 
in the regulation of the trade relations 
between Canada and the United States, 
tho Gazette goes on to say : 

" Having thus disposed of the romance 
of the Mail, we may bo permitted once 
apain to state tho posirioii (if tho Oon- 
sorvStive party on the question of reci- 
procal tratio relations with tiio United 
States. That position i-^ fMlluallv, offici- 
ally, and intelligently set forth iii t'^e 
proposal of Sir Charles Tupper to tho 
ilmtcd autes Tiluory CuiiilT.t^o'.oners, 
wde in 1887 ai the sugttestion and with 
themtire coyuturrenei aM apimval of the 
Qtimdian, Oomnment : ' That, with the 
view 0^ removing all causes of diiibrence 
in Connection with the. fisheries, it is pro- 
posed by Her Majesty's plenipoteiitiariea 
that the ilahermen of both countriea shall 
haVQ all the privilcces enjoyed during tho 
Existence of th6 fishery articles of 'the 
treaty of Washington, in consideratifjn of 
a mutual arrangement providing for 
greater freedom of commercial int^.ercourse 
between tho United Sta oa an'a Canada.' 
Such is the attitude of t'ne Ganadiaii Min- 
istry, one of soHcita''.,ioni to the authori- 
ties of the Unite'i States to seek in a 
broad measure of Teciprocal free trade 
and greater f:eedr,Tn of commerce a solu- 
tion and s'o'tlero.ent of all tho vexed ques- 
tions now distMrbing, or liable to disturb, 
the friendly relations of tho two coun- 
triea." 

Tho Italics ore tho Gazette's. This, 
then, is tho attitude in wWcU ' Dom- 
inion. Government stands with' respect to 
the question of reciprocity in trade with 
the United States. It is, and has for 
the last throe years been, prepared to 
settle the fishery queationX.on a basis of 
"a mutual arrangement .providing for 
greater frecdnin of coinmnrcial intercourse 
between tho United States ami Cunafla 
What can any one, Conservative or Lib- 
er«l, want more than this ? Hero is an 
overture which has not been accepted by 
the Americans, but which has not on that 
account been withdrawn. What the 
Dominion Government was willing to do 
in 1887, it ia prepared to do to-day. 



bill of fare of the garrison waa not made 
up of a great variety of dishes, neither 
cnuld the food, suoli as it was, be very 

ftbuudant. The men were, for the most 
of the time, restricted to a vegetable 
diet. They hud bananas for breakfast, 
dinner and supper, when they wore so 
lucky as to have three meals a day. 
Under such circumstances, it is not sur- 
prising that the meii| particularly the 
Europeans, after a while, hated the very 
sight of bananas. Lieutenant Stairs' 
experience did not make a vegetarian of 
him. He and his companions longed 
with a great longing for the flesh-pots of 
the plains. 

But the poor fellows were not allowed 
even to starve in peace. They were sur- 
rounded by cunning and thievish savages, 
who raided their little plantation whenever 
they saw an opportunity. The men were 
constantly- obliged to watch as well as 
to toil, and the watching was very 
wearing work, indeed. And man 
was not their only enemy. Ele- 
phanta frequently broke into their' 
field, on tho produce of which the lives 
of so many depended. Tho brutes came 
at night and trampled down more than 
they devoured. They were, too, fre- 
quently invaded by armies of ants, which 
swarmed over every thing. Their bites 
were torture. ' While the invasioi) lasted 
it was useless to remain - in doors. The 
men had to get into the middle of the 
clear field and build fires all around 
thorn. They could not even put on their 
clothes, for they were covered with ants. 
This invasion had one advanUvge, when 
they went back to their houses they 
found them cleared of vermin of all 
kinds, not h cockroach or a lucjuse or a 
rat remained. They had all been driven 
away or eaten up. 

Then tho men were attacked by sick- 
ness. The low diet weakened them and 
made them an easy prey to fever, and 
ulcers broke out on them. A large propor- 
tion of tho men died before Stanley came 
back. But it is pleasant to seo how 
cheerfully Stairs and his companions bore 
their suli'erings. They even had their 
amusements during that wearisome time ; 
jfkes were cracked and they laughed 
heartily ai. each other's blunders and mis- 
haps. Siiiukiap; Tvns their great solace.

YESTERDAY'S DESPATCHES. 



Tbe Kric Bailroad Strike 8clCle<l. * 

CluCAao, Jan. 2,3.— There is every indica- 
tion that an amicable Bottlcment of the 
Chicago and Erie strike of oonduotora and 
train dispatuhcrH has been reached. The 
giievunce (;onniuttee of the strikers held a 
conference with General Manager Tucker, 
this morning, and at 1 :30 o'clock kft for 
Washington, Iiid., to lay the hitter's propo- 
sition before the order of railway conduc- 
tors. E.E.Clark, cliiuf of the federation of 
conductors and spokesniun of the grievance 
committee, said before his departure that 
the situation had been, to a certain oxtiuit, 
inimuideratood by the striltera. Train Dis- 
patcher Scott, they were first led to believe, 
had been diaehargeil conditionally, but 
tboy liad since learned that his dismissal 
"was unconditional, and that no promise 
had ever been made by Tucker to re-eniploy 
him. His removal was regarded as the 
first step in a movement to got rid of all the 
employees of the Erie road. The strike was 
ordered, not because the men cared for 
Scott personally, but to determine the pol- 
icy of the road. General Manager Tuokor's 
assurance, during the conference that there 
-wks no intention of discharging the old em- 
ployees, but that Scott's retiremont; was ne- 
cessary on account of his carelessness, was 
satisfactory to the committee, and it is pos- 
aibla t lint the men will resume work Mon- 
day inornng despite Tucker's determinAtion 
, not to reinstate Scott. 

Bcllrenirat or '*OId Untcb." 

CnicAfio, Jan. 22, — The Journal, this 
afternoon, says that Hutchinson, the vet- 
eran Hoard of Trade man and the boldest 
speculator the Chicago Board of Trade lias 
ever known, better known as "Old Hutch," 

' lias withdrawn from speculation. It is es- 
timated, said the Journal, that Mr! Hutch- 
inson has lost about $19,000,000 within 
twenty years. In 1878 he was reported to 
have made a fortune of 820,000,000. Ten 
years ago his wealth had dwiudled down to 
f 10,000,000, and now there is but §1.000,- 
000. It was to save this from following 
the rest of his money that Hutchinson's 
family insiatcid upon his retirement. The 

' Journal says that, some tinie ago, Charles 
Hutchinson, his ^on, and also president of 

, the Board of Trade, bad a talk with his 
father, and ^Id him that unless he would 
close up his debt qiiiokly and give up all 
apeculative business, the latter would be 
taken to the courts and a conservator ap- 
plied for. Mr. Hutchinson was very angry 
lor a time, but finally consented to terms, 
and at once evened up his trades and closed 
bis books. Hutchinson still frequents tho 
trading hall, but places no deals. 

The Chilian Trouble. 

Wasiiingtok, D.C., 23. — Buenos Ayres 
.advices reporting continued suosess on the 
part of the the Chilian naval insurgents are 
ridiculed at the Chilian legation here, 
Guayaquil, which is mentioned in the Lou- 
don di8pjitche.s to-day as a port still block- 
aded, it is pointed out is not a Chilian port. 
IFhe startling dispatches which have re- 
cently been printed, it is said at the lega- 
tion, originated with merchants who hope 
l)y sending out such reports to increase the 
price of nitre, the great Chilian product, in 
jQurope and other countries. All the Chilian 
telegraph ' lines have been under strict 
j;overnment surveillance for tbe past fifteen 
days, and uo telegrams are allowed to go 
out of the countnr without close govern- 
ment scrutiny, and all war news, it is said 
at tho legation, notofHcial, must be doubted. 
Following is the latest ofEcial dispatch re- 
ceived by Senator Pazeno, the Chilian min- 
ister here, in regard to the revolt : — 

Vai.I'Abai.so, ,Jan. 21. — Tho revolted ships 
have been expelled from the Chilian ports. 
Tho people and army support the govern- 
ment. The government has taken severe 
measures against tho insurgents. All the 
country coudcnins tho revolted ships, and 
aak that tlic authors of the revolt should be 
.severely punished. 

Rr.iilKtrectit IKcporl. 

l^KW York, Jan. 2.'i.— .Special telegrams 
to Hrad.streets say : In the province of 
Qiiebfio the general volume of trade is light- 
er, and is not expected to iuiprovo much be- 
fore spring. Collections aro unsatisfactory, 
and tho banks uro cautious as to loans. Tho 
recent failures, therefore, are not expected 
to have any further serious effect. In On- 
tario, the wholesale trade is active. There 
have been heavy arrivals of drygoods from 
the United Kingdom. Groceries aro firmer, 
and money is easy. Collections are slow in 
Manitoba, owing to the farmers liolding 
back wheat for higher prices. The general 
trade there is bettor than a year ago. The 
Dominion of Canada had ,50 \ failures this 
-week against 51 last week. The total num- 
ber from January 1 to date is 176, against 
169 last year. The bank clearings at 55 
cities in the United States, for the week 
ended January 22, are $1,145,278,105, an in- 
crease over this week last year of 3.2 per 
cent. 

Funic III n .lllne. 
Denvkr, Col., Jan. 23. — An Evanston, 
Wyoming, special says : The wooden fan 
house of the coal mine, throe miles from 
here, was burned yesterday afternoon, 
thereby cutting of tho supply of fresh air 
to 200 minora who wore working beneath 
the surface. A panic in the camp ensued. 
The mine lamps were extinguished and the 
men lushed for tho opening. Nearly all 
■wore well nigh exhausted on coming to the 
light. With nir shut off from above, the 
limited supply iu the shafts and rooms were 
soon used np, uud all began to smother. 
Many of tho men wore completely ]n-oa- 
trate'd when they reuohod the surface. It 
is thought thut all escaped. 

VVaiilii to Wr(!«(Ie SInUIoon. 

New Yokk, Jan. 24.— Chas. E. Davies, 
to-day, mado a deposit of $500, and issued 
the following chuUongo : " Having heard 
that Wm. Muldoon, who styles himself 
champion, and eager to defend his title, I 
•will bet SI, 000 that Evan Lewis, the 
*' Stranglor," can throw him four times iu 
cue hour and thirty iniuutcs, catch-as- 



catch-can stylo, or will bet tho same amount 
Muldoon cannot throw Lewis three times in 
one hour and thirty minutes, Griuco-Roman 
style. If Muldoon desires to retain his title 
he will cover my money, which will remain 
up three weeks from date." This is a reply 
to Muldoon's offer to back one of his wrest- 
lers. 

No Amerlenu Fork Wanted. 

Besun, Jan. 23. — ^The Reichstag, to-day, 
voted down the motion to repeal the pro- 
hibition against the importation of Ameri- 
can pork into Germany.' The vote stood 
133 to 13. 

The Irish Leadenhlp, 

DiTBLiN, Jan. 23. — Timothy Healy, to- 
day, presided over a largely attended meet- 
ing of tlie MoCarthyito section of the Irish 
parliamentary party. In his address, Mr. 
Healy said McCarthy and Se.xton had left 
for Boulogne to meet Dillon and O'Brien. 
Tho object of their visit was to bring about 
a settlement of .the existing troubles in the 
Irish parliamentary party. Healy further 
said the meeting would be conducted on 
negotiations for Parnell's retirement. On 
no other basis, said he, would there be a 
settlement.

Tlio 
plot of tho tragedy conforms with tho 
outlines of a Eoumanian logond.

Moreover, every morning he 
finds a bit of tho work done on tho pro- 
ceding day destroyed by undiscovorablo 
hands. Tho working-men become sup- 
erstitious and are led by JianoUy's 
enemies to beliovo that tho calnedral is 
cursed. Tho building may bo made ac- 
centablo to God, thoy tliink, only by 
the entombment of a living human 
being within Its walls. The prevalence 
of this superstition is duo to the efforts 
of 3\Ianolly's onomios to render impos- 
sible tho completion of the work. 
ManoUy's beautiful wife goes to tho 
Prince to ask aid for him. Tlio Prince 
promises to give money and infliicnco 
it she will consent to bo his. She at 
Mrst refuses, with every expression of 
horror, his proposal, but is finally per- 
suaded that her husband cares more for 
material success than for her; that she 
would sorvo him hose by following the 
Prince's Buggostion, and so promises to 
become the Prince's mistress on the day 
;tli6 cathedral shall be finished. 

She has hardly given her word when 
Manolly, dagger in hand, springs into 
her prosonco. llis enemies have told 
liim sho is with the Prince. Tho Piija- 
ccss, however, persuades him that his 
wife has done no wrong— a woman 
shows morcy to her rival. The compact 
between the Prince and ManoUy's wife 
still holds. The Prince trios to help 
.ilong the building of tho cathedral. 
Still tho woi'k lugs. In despair Miiiiolly 
one day promises the workinon to en- 
tomb alivo in tho cellar tho first 
person who appears before tho un- 
finished cathedral tho next morning. 
He goes to the cathedral early the next 
day. His wife follows him. As ho turns 
and sees her tho crisis of tho action 
comes, lie bogs her in vain to retrace 
her steps. Sho goes to liim. Ho loads 
.,• her to a small, half-closed stone coll in 
■ '-the cellar, pushes hor in iind makes 
■whole the wall with bis own hands. Tho 
cathedral is completed. On tho day of 
the consecration Manolly ascends tho 
tower to admire its beauties. His dead 
wife's spirit appears to him; ho throws 
himself from tlio window and is Icillcd. 

The last act of "Master Manolly" has 
not yot been committed to writing, but 
tho Queen skevetied it at length from 
memory of the details sho had already 
decided to incorporate in it. Sho spoko 
and road for three hours in a smooth, 
clear, penetrating voice, without show- 
ing the slightest fatigue. After closing 
sho and her guests discussed critically 
the dramatic merits of tho piece and tho 
best mea;i8 of adapting it to the Burg 
Theater stage. Alexi, of the Metropol- 
itan Opera-Hoilso, sang several of the 
Queen's poems-set to music. Then tho 
Queen read a little onn-act tragedy about 
an American duel, that is, as understood 
on the Continent, a duel in which two 
men at odds simply decide by lots whicli 
one shall kill himself. On tho Continent 
most persons think this is the fashion in 
America of settling affairs of honor, and 
Carmen Sylva has unfortunately seen 
fit to adopt the misapprehension. 

Comiiosltlon of the Earth. 
- Mr. P. "W. Clarke, of the Philosophi- 
cal Society of Washington, has made 
tlio following estimate of the,!lrelative 
quantity of the chief elements in the 
composition of tho oarth. lie assumes 
for tho earth's known crust a thickness 
of ton miles below sea-lovol and in- 
cluded tho ocean and the air in his cal- 
culation. Oxygon, 49.98 per cent.; sili- 
con, 25.30; aluminum, 7.20; iron, 5.08; 
calcium, 8.51; magnesium, 2. .'50; sodium, 
2.28; potassium, hydrogen, 0.04; 

citanium, O.liO; carbon, O.'JI; clilorino 
and brumino, 0.15; phosphorus, 0. UO; 
manganase, 0.07; sulphur, 0.04; barium, 
0.08; nitrogen, 0.02; chromium, 0.01; 
total, 100.00, It is calculated that theso 
mine elements form 08 per cent, of tho 
mass of tho earth. Titanium, which is 
popularly supposed to bo very rare, is 
seldom absent from tho older rooks, Mr. 
Clarice says; but liaving no striking 
characteristicts and but littlo commer- 
cial importance, it is easily overlooked. 
—Toledo Blade.
